‘To Rotarians yesterday Lord 
Marley, good-naturedly and tem- 
perately laid bare his political 
Soul. In the process he endea- 
Voured to convince his audience 
and, through it, authority out- 
side that ‘the “Anti-War Con- 
Bress” is an organisation which, 
although catholic in its com- 
position to the point of welcom- 
ing communists as well as ex- 
ponents of other opinions, might 
Properly be allowed to ‘confer 
publicly in China. Few will be 
disposed to quarrel with Lord 
Marley's eloquent and logical 
demonstration of the futility of 
war, of the basic economic 
of its origin and of the 
inevitable losses inflicted by it 
on humanity. Nor is it neces- 
sary to refute some of the super- 
ficialities of Lord Marley's 
description of modern Western 
democracies, tied to the chariot 
Wheels of capitalist newspaper 
magnates. and plunging blindly 
into war at the bidding of those 
creators of public opinion by 
mass production and 
suggestion, 
that. the Congress 
has its genesis in a movement of 
the latter stages of the Great 
War. It has selected China as 
its mecting-ground for 1933 b 
cause its promoters believe that| 
China is the danger spot of the 
world, On China the economic 
rivalries of the nations are dis- 
cerned to be concentrating as the 
one remaining “free” market for 
the absorption of their products. 
Consequently the “Anti-war 
Congress” fs to be convened here 
in order to instruct the workers 
of China in the evils with which 
they are so gravely menaced. 
Lord Marley indicated that the 
movement had at its command 
notable writers and dramatists 
and was, therefore, able to put 
up some sort of resistance to the 
powerful “imperialism” of the 
press.

Before the 
Rotary Club it’ might be 
propriate that the implications of

Hy discussed. No-one 
could seriously pretend that such 
a problem would be expoundable 
to the wider but less rarified 
audience except, in generalities 
leading to fantastic misapprehen- 
sion. Lord Marley definitely 
based his miasion on the theory 
that the “workera”—by which 
presnmably he meant the mass 
suffered most from war 














therefore should be inspired to 
resist it. The theory is arguable 
unless misery is judged solely 
on a quantitative basis. “Even 
then it leaves out of count the 
undoubted fact that profiteers— 
no less than sufferers—in war- 
time are to be found among the 
‘Trade Unions as well as among 
the Capitalists. It shows, however 
that in accepting Communist co- 
tion—the chief evidence of 
local, support hitherto available 
rd Marley may, un- 
consciously perhaps, be drawn 
into Communist technique. 
With Lord Marley's view that 
Communist help is not neces- 
sarily to be rejected there may 
normally be no desire to quarrel, 
Conditions here supply cogent 
reasons for extreme caution in 
encouraging such an attitude, 
The so-called Communist Party 
‘of China, as local records show, 
has been’ associated with a wide: 
spread conspiracy to overthrow 
the Government in the interior 
of China, It has in Shanghai 
comprised a terrorist organisa 
tion which has been responsible 
for a series of ghastly murders— 
notably those of the eleven vic 
3s of the assassination gang 
discovered in November, 1931. 
Moreover only the vigilance and 
courage of the Police of all three 
municipal administrations pre- 
vented the success of a con- 
spiracy to murder foreigners and 
Chinese in this country on a 
grand scale. Faced with the 
always difficult task of protect- 
ing itself against murderous sub- 
versive agitations and of safe- 
guarding the lives of its law- 
abiding citizens, the Chinese 
Government cannot treat Com: 
munism in the academic vein, It 
cannot rid itself of the respon: 
bility of taking preventive mea- 
sures When such perils are in 
sight. the local support 
of the “Anti-War Congress” has 
been virtually Communist in 
character. “It has held out its 
hand to’ Lord Marley's asso-| 
ciates who, according to the 
views put Defore Rotarians yes- 
terday, are definitely in pursuit 
of mass-leadership in. circum- 
stances likely to be exceedingly 
favourable to Communist or- 
xanisers. The Chinese authorities 
have made arrests and retained 
eleven of the twenty-eight 8 
pects. ‘They are not dispored, 
apparently, to give the “Ai 
War Congress” a place of meet- 
ing. That is the practical issue. 
‘The other municipal administra- 
tions, realising as they do the 
value of collaboration with the 
Chinese authorities and, move 
over the obligations of courtesy 
to the Government, cannot but 
take a like attitude.’ Beside such 
considerations which bear on the 
security and calm of this ¥ 
international City, Lord Marley's 
interesting elevations of his 
political and mental vicissitudes 
are plainly irrelevant.

More likely he will adopt,a heal- 
thily selfish attitude, He will 
tell himself that he has come 
lout to the East, not to deplore 
the absence ‘of archangels 
therein but to carve out for 
himself a career which will 
mainly depend on the success of 
fhis day-to-day relationship with 
land understanding of the men 
land women of the country of his 
residence. 

And when the “old hand” ha: 
thought it over he may in hi 
turn come to the conclusion that 
the gawky griffin is not, so 
wrong. ‘The “old hand” may 
have his quaint prejudices but 
Ihe has his attractive quelities 
too. He has the experience of 
years behind him. If it has 
led to warn him of the death 
of Queen Victoria it has not 
deprived him of the uncanny 
knack of summing up the 
character of his own  country- 
men. He sees good stuff in the 
griffin, He likes the new genera- 
ion with its fearless acceptance 
lof burdens and responsibilities 
far more delicate and complex 
than those of the past. He has 
but the dimmest appreciation of 
[the political atmosphere of the 
homeland. He notes that the 























griffin accepts that atmosphere 
with no tremor of misgiving. He 
himself may soon be shaking off 
the eastern dust from his feet— 
ithe moment President Roosevelt's 
upward surge provides the 
desired geniality in the bank— 
but he clearly acknowledges the 
existence of good reasons for 
faith in the ability of the griffin 
to continue the time-honoured 
association of the West with the 
East, albeit in different vein 
and in altered conditio1 For, 
here in China, that association 
may secure added lustre and 
command greater power of use- 
fulness. The basis must be a 
closer allegiance to the doctrine 
of cooperation, of mutual under- 
standing. The habits of recrim- 
ination, even though disguised 
as downright candour, must 
be abandoned. Invocation of 
the pallid spectres of old-time 
policies, in affront to the new, 
cannot help. And, let the “old 
hand” lay the flattering unction 
to his soul, it is because of the 
foundations well and truly laid 
by him and others like him that 
the spirit of this new comrade- 
ship can be summoned confident- 
ly to preside over the scene. The 

awky griffin, in di ourse, will 

ecome the “old hand” and, in 
his turn, betray the same 
diffidence and uneasiness. But 
he will have carried the torch 
with honour as his predecessors 
before him.

Passing through the phase of 
a temporary revulsion of feeling 
against international co-opera- 
tion certain countries are di: 
posed to make light of what M: 
‘Turveydrop called deportment, 
The mark of an overdose of 
nationalist spirit seems to be the 
loss of manners, especially in 
relation to the statesmen of 
foreign countries. Critics of the 
League of Nations often pretend 

















to have an almost old-world, 
lavendery feeling for the “old 
diplomacy.” Yet’ one of the 


chief virtues of that admirable 
machine was its insistence on 
courtesy. ‘The “spit and polish” 
of the Guards was as nothing to 
the “wit and polish” of the 
diplomat of the pre-war era. 
[Signor Mussolini is having some 
difficulty in persuading his 
colyte in Berlin to realise that 
German Chancellor should not 
permit his lieutenants to ex- 
pound their amenability to 
modern means of communication 
by wirelessly blackguarding the 
Austrian Chancellor, just be- 
[cause the latter is disinclined to 
surrender his independence to 
the Nazi organisation. Inter- 
national Conferences may not be 
gatherings of undisturbed har- 
mony, but on the whole they are 
believed to have been conducted 
with gome sense of dignity and 
a readiness to recognise a limit 
in the right of one country to 
interfere with the eccentricities 
or routine of another. It must 

















not be thought that the 20th 
Century is being presented with 





by expressing serious annoyance 
M,  Delcassé, 
for Foreign Affairs, (In 
‘a vain attempt to soften’ the 
asperity of its relations with 
Germany the French Government 
dropped M. Deleassé into retire- 
ment. There have also been 
occasional times of crisis when 
other countries (including Great 
Britain) have not been as con- 
siderate as they might be in 
restraining their dissatisfaction 
‘with statesmen beyond their 
power to control.

Full advantage 
is taken of the conditions result- 
ing from the Versailles Treaty 
to assign blame for the present 
‘emergence of Hitlerism. Therein 
the German argument seems to 
be double-edged. Plainly its 
minatory tone is intended to 
convict the Allied Powers of $0 
disgracefully oppressing their 
beaten enemy that they have

It is 
impossible to accept German 
denials at their face value, when 
the Nazi organisation has been 
used to compel German Jews or 
German Socialists to write 
frantically abject letters in 
extravagant assurance of the 
wonderful beneficence of the 
new dispensation and when 
Nazi adherents have seized as 
hostages the relations of such 
Germans who, outside Germany, 
fn exile perhaps, have told the 
gruesome tale of the cost of the 
Hitler triumph. The speech of 
Dr. Goebbels contains the cl 
threat that if, on account oj 
treatment accorded to the 
oppressed victims of Nazi dis- 
like, criticism is passed in other 
countries, then even greater 
disabilities will be inflicted. 
‘The threat, too, contains so grim 
an admission’ that only the 
hysterical self-sufficiency of its 
author could fail to discern its 
significance. 

‘The speeches at 
the official agency 
sport of the Congress are dis- 
appointing. Transformed from 
revolutionaries to the accredited 
instruments of German adminis- 
tration the Nazi leaders would 
do well to realise that the world 
outside is ready to be tolerant of 
Past excesses—much though 
they may be regretted—if only

The 
murder of the peaceful Japanese 
gentleman last week, when ‘out fish-

Chinese Police Check Clash at 
Cigarette Factory 


Dissension among the 
workers of the -British-American 
flict on Sept. 1, when some 600 em-

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INCONSEQUENCES 
By Larrator 


The polo team captained by 
the Maharaja of Jaipur has 
swept the board of honours in 
England) this year and no 
worthier exponents of India’s 
classic game could have been 
found. Jaipur is the fourth 
largest state in Rajputana and 
its ruler is the herd of a clan of 
the Rajputs claiming descent 
from Kush, the son of Rama, 
King of Ayodhya, a hero of a 
famous Indian epic. It dates 
back to the ninth century A.D. 
but Amber, for long the capital 
of the State, attained to that 
tank in the’ cleventh century. 
Now Amber is a wonderful ruin 
and the State's name-city Jaipur, 
five miles away, has been capital 
singe 1728, 





In the Jaipur polo team is 
Raja Prithvi Singh, and this: 
name has associations with one 
of the most romantic stories of 
Rajput chivalry, for in the 
twelfth century’ Prithvi Raj 
was on the throne of Delhi, the 
last of the Rajput Emperors of 
India, The Rajputs in his time 
did not dwell in the deserts of 
what is now known as Rajputana, 
but in the plains of the Jumna 
and Ganges. The King of 
Kanauj ruled at Benares aod he 
had a beautiful daughter named 
Sangagota. On her the Emperor 
at Delhi cast the eye of imperial 
favour and his choice was wel- 
comed by the lady, who in that 
respect ran counter to her 
father's wishe: 

In the twelfth century the 
Moslems had not asserted the 
tyranny of their purdah system 
over India and the women of 
Hindu society had great freedom, 
denied to them luter. So this 
Rajput, princess was as free to 
make the personal acquaintance 
of the Emperor as any Western 
princess would be to-day. The 
aristocratic Rajput lady, by 
virtue of her belonging to the 
Kshatrya, or warrior caste, 
arrived at her marriage state in 
spectacular fashion. ‘There was 
the ceremony known ag. the 
Swaimyara, or Bride's Choice, 
marked by’ gorgeous ritual, In 
this ceremony princes and nobles 
were gathered together and the 
maiden chose her future husband 
from among them by throwing a 
marriage garland, (oumata) 
round the neck of the man she

In 1184 the King, of 
Kanauj announced his intention 
of performing the ancient Hindu 
rite of “Royal Sacrifice,” which 
was only proper to a’ prince 
claiming Lord Paramountey of 
the whole of India and in which 
only reigning sovereigns could 
assist, when they would be in the 
position of acknowledged vassals 
to the chief celebrant. With this 
“Royal Sacrifice” the King pro- 
posed to couple Sangagota’s 
ceremony of the “Bride's Choice.” 
Prithvi Raj saw the meaning 
of this announcement—he was 
to sacrifice his imperial ascen- 
daney for the sake of his love 
for Sangageta. He refused 
proudly to attend the Royal 
Sacrifice, which was celebrated 
with great magnificence, follow- 
ed immediately by Sangagota’s 
Bride’s Choice. The scene has 
been described thu:

ed by the vassals of his house 
and by his brother-in-law, 
Samarsi of Mewar (Udaipur) 
defeated an invading Afghan 
army in what is now the 
Karual district of the Pungab
